3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repair of highways and bridges. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial Day. |

6. To see if the town will vote. to raise the sum of 
three hundred dollars ($300.00) for E. L. Huse, 'M. D. 
for the ensuing year to insure the services of a Doctor 
for the people of Cornish. 


7. ‘Tosee if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
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men to borrow money if necessary, in anticipation of 
taxes. 


8. 'To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
four hundred dollars ($400.00) for the control of white 
pine blister rust. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
fourteen hundred fifty-two dollars ($1452.00) for State 
aid construction, and instruct the Selectmen to apply for 
State aid. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay on the note given to pay for new road equip- 
ment in 1931. 


11. (By request) To see if the town will raise the 
sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for repairing 
and graveling the road from the Kibby place to the 
Plainfield town line. 


12. (By request) To see if the town will vote to 
raise two hundred dollars ($200.00) to gravel the road 
from District No. 5 school house to the road leading to the 
Churchill place or near the Willis Cole farm. 


13. (By request) To see if the town will raise or 
appropriate the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) 
to gravel the road from A. P. Butman’s to H. B. Howe’s. 


14. (By request) To see what sum of money the 
town. will vote to raise or appropriate to repair and gravel 
the road from Harry Stone’s barn to the Plainfield, Cor- 
nish town line. 


15. (By request) To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise or appropriate to repair and gravel 
the road from the top of Eastman’s ‘hill by the J. W. 
Pierce place so-called to Fred W. Smrth’s’ place. 
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16. (By request) To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to widen the road at the so- 
called Austin four corners and to put up proper caution 
sign boards. 


17. (By request) To see if the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400.00) to repair and gravel the road from Cornish Flat 
to the corner near the Edward Day place so-called. 


18. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) the income of which is to 
be used for the care of the Edwin Child lot in the Child 
cemetery to be known as the Edwin ‘Child fund. 


19. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
one hundred dollars the income of which is to be used an- 
nually in the care of the Freeman A. Johnson and Auren 
Johnson lots in the Edminster cemetery to be known as 
the Freeman A. Johnson Fund.

Fellow Townspeople : 


The only chance I have to speak to some of you during 

the year is through this little report and there are so many 
things I would like to say to you about our splendid library. 
As Trustees we are doing our best to keep up repairs, buy as 
many new and desirable books as possible, in short serve you 
to the extent of our ability. ‘This year we had railings put 
beside the steps. This is a feature much appreciated by our 
patrons, especially in icy times. Then the outer basement 
doors thad to be repaired and we think they will be all right 
for years to come. Some minor interior work had to be 
done. A man was engaged to replace some cracked slates 
on the roof but as he failed to show up that will have to be 
left till another year, however there are no leaks so it did 
not matter. We have kept the usual deposits of books 
_ in the schools and at less cost than heretofore. Several of 
the teachers have made their own selections and transported 
their books. This was pleasing as it gave the teachers bet- 
ter selection and also gave the teacher a better knowledge of 
what we have that is useful in the school. We have never 
before had so large a patronage, possibly owing to unemploy- 
meut giving more people leisure to read. There is also an 
increasing demand for reference material in High school cir- 
cles. We were able to secure a very good bargain, owing 
to depression conditions, and added to our collection a full 
twenty-three volume set of World Book encyclopedia which 
_ is proving very valuable. Our little people have had quite 
a good supply of books to fit their needs altho the old books 
are read and reread until very shabby. It is an unusual day 
when less than forty visitors come to us and some days very 
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many more, taking away with them from 150 to 200 books 
in one day. We have been glad to welcome visitors from 
outside and seldom does one leave without some word of 
praise of our ‘building and outfit. Wouldn't it be nice if each 
of you came in at least once each year and told us where 
you feel'we could improve our service and become more use- 
ful to the general public? The Board of trustees will glad- 
ly consider such suggestions. Owlng to the run of Scarlet 
fever in town we were compelled to burn some books but 
while we deplored the money loss we knew you would all — 
feel safer to have us do so. 

Only a few figures this year, we realize that people care 
little for bare statistics. | During the year we had over 2000 
registered visitors and loaned over 5000 books. This does 
not include the loaning done thru the school branches. For 
the several gift books received we do and have rendered sin- 
cere thanks.

Superintendent’s Report 


To The Cormsh School Board: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending January 
31, 1933. It is the fourteenth in the supervisory series. 

The schools opened for the beginning of a new year’s 
work on the sixth day of September, 1932. There were 
two new teachers on the force; ‘Miss Ethel L. Langley, a 
1932 Plymouth graduate, and ‘Mrs. Beatrice Buswell, a 
Keene graduate with four years of successful experience. 
The school work is being carried on with a definite degree 
of success both by capable and faithful teachers, and by in- 
terested and studious pupils. It would be decidedly advan- 
tageous to the school work, if more of the school yards 
could ‘be provided with suitable playground apparatus. Two 
groups of children—nine in all—are being transported; the 
children of Division two to the Tracy School, and the chil- 
dren of Division five to the Centre School.
